We muſt abſtain from adultery, 
and from all uncleanneſs of thoughts, words 
and attions, beyond the lawful uſe of the mar- 
 riage-bed. 8. We muſt not ſteal, cheat, or 
any other way wrong our neighbour in his 
goods and poſleſſhons; we mult give every 
one his own, pay our debts, and make reſtitu- 
' tion for all unjuſt damages which we have 
cauſed. 9g. We muſt not wrong our neigh+ 
| bour in his charatter or good name, by de- 
traction or raſh judgment; or in his honour, 
by reproaches and affronts; or rob him of the 
peace of his mind, by ſcoffs and contempt, or 
of his friends, by carrying ſtories backward 
and forward. In all which caſes, whoſoever 
wrongs his neighbour, is obliged to make 
reſtitution or fatisfattion. 10. As we are 
commanded to abftain from all deeds of luſt 
and inuſtice, ſo we are fſtritly obliged to. 
reſtrain all deſires in theſe kinds, and to reſiſt 
| the irregular motions of concupiſcence. So

1s the ſolemn liturgy of the catholic church. 
This is that pure offering which is made to 
God in every place amongſt the Gentiles, ac- 
cording to the prophecy of Malachi, 1. v. 19, 
12, By this Chriſt is a prieſt for ever accord- 
ing to the order of Melchi/edec, Pf. cix. whole 
iacrifice was bread and wine, Gen. xv. 7. 
This ſacrifice of the Maſs is the ſame in ſub- 
ſtance with that which Chriſt offered for us 
upon the croſs; becauſe both the Vim offer- 
ed, and the Prieſt, or principal Offerer, is the 
lame Jeſus Chriſt. The difference 1&only in 
the manner of the offering; becauſe upon the 
croſs our Saviour offered himſelf in ſuch a 
manner, as really to ſhed his blood and die 
tor us! whereas now he does not really ſhed 
his blood, nor die any more. Aud therefore 
this 1s called an unbloody ſacrifice ; and that of 
_ the croſs a bloody ſacrifice. 8. By reaſon of 
this near alliance which this ſacrifice of the 
Maſs has with the ſacrifice of the croſs, it com... 
pleatly anſwers all the different ends of facri- 
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fice, and that in a manner infinitely more per. 
feat than any of the ancient ſacrifices. Chriſt 
is here both Prieſt and Victim, repreſenting in 
| Perſon; and offering up his death and paffion 
to his Father; 1ſt, For the adoration, praiſe, 
honour, and glory -of the divine Majeſty. 
2dly, In thankſgiving for all his benefits. gdly, 
For the obtaining of pardon of our fins. gqthly, 
| For the obtaining of grace and ſalvation for. 
us, by the merits of that ſame death and pal- 
fon.

repreſents the purple garment with which he 
was cloathed as a mock king; upon the back 
of which there is a croſs, to repreſent that 
which Chriſt bore on his ſacred ſhoulders : 
Laftly, the prieſt's Ton/ure, or crown, is to re-. 
preſent the crown of thorns which our Savl- 
Our Wore. "= 
Moreover, as in the old law the Fe TY that 
| were wont to officiate in ſacred funQtions had, 
by the appointment of God, ve/tments aſſigned 
for that purpoſe, as well for the greater de- 
cency and folemnity of the divine worſhip, as 
to ſignify and repreſent the virtues which God 
required of his miniſters; ſo it was proper that 
In the church of the New Teſtament, Chriſt's 
miniſters ſhould in this ſacred funttion be dil- 
inguilhed 
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tinguiſhed in like manner froth the laity by 
their ſacred veſtments ; which might alſo re- 
preſent the virtues which God requires in 
them ; thus the Amice, which is firſt put upon 
the head, repreſents divine hope, which the. 
apoſtles call the helmet of ſalvation; the Alb, 
innocence of life; the G:rdle, with which the 
loins are begirt, purity and chaſtity ; the Ma- 
niple, which 18s put upon the left arm, patient 
ſuffering of the labours of this mortal life; 
the Stole, the ſweet yoke of Chriſt, to be born. 
in this life, in order to. a happy immortality ; 
in fine, the Chaſuble, which is uppermoſt, and 
covers all the reſt, repreſents the virtue of 
charity. In theſe veſtments the church makes 
uſe of five colours, v:z. the White on the feaſts 
of our Lord, of the bleſſed Virgin, of the an- 
gels, and of the ſaints that were not martyrs z 
the Red on the feaſts of pentecoſt, of the in- 
vention and exaltation of the crols, and of the 
apoſtles and martyrs; the Violet, which is the 
penitential colour, 1n the penitential times of 
Advent and Lent, and upon vigils and ember=- 
days; the Green on molt of the other Sundays 
and Ferias throughout the year; and the 
Black on OOO-TIOy and in the maſſes for 
the dead. 

We make a reverence to the altar upon 
which mals is ſaid, becauſe it is the ſeat of 
theſe divine my teries, and a hgure of Chrilt,, 
who is not only our Prieſt and Sacritice, but E 
our altar too, inaſmuch as we offer our prayers

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and ſacrifices through him. Upon the altar 
we always have a crucifix, that as the maſs is 
ſaid in remembrance of Chriſt's paſſion and 
death, both prieſt and people may have before 
their eyes during this ſacrifice the image that 
puts them in mind of his paſſion and death. 
And there are always lighted candles upon the 
altar during maſs, as well to honour the vito-

A Method of hearing Maſs for the Abſent. 


.T often happens that chriſtians, through 
diſtance of place, indiſpoſition, or other 
unavoidable impediments, are hindered from 
| being able to be preſent at the great ſacrifice 
_ of the mals: in which caſes it is proper they 
ſhould endeavour to aſſiſt thereat at leaſt in 
ſpirit, which may be done with great fruit to 

their ſouls in this manner.  _ | 
Let them make choice of a proper time in 
the morning, and either by themſelves (or if 
they have a family) ſummoning them toge- 
ther, let them go into their oratory, and there 
preſent themſelves in ſpirit before the altar of 
God: after having bewailed their misfortune 
in being kept at a diſtance from thele heaven- 
ly myſteries, let them join themſelves in heart 
and aflettion, with all that are offering this 
: | ſacrikice 
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| ſacrifice to God at that time, repreſenting 
more particularly to themſelves that maſs 
which 1s then offered in the place where the: 
commonly hear maſs; and applying themſelves 
to the ſame devotions they commonly uſe in_ 
time of kung well ou EEEneit:- 
Thus for example: at the Confiteor, let them 
confeſs their ſins with a hearty repentance; 
at the Kyrze ele:ſon, let them cry out to God 

| for mercy ; at the Gloria in Excelſis, let them | 
give adoration and glory to God; at the Col- 
lefts, let them recommend to him their own and 
the church's neceflities; at the Ep:i/tle and Goſ- 
el, let them beg God's grace, that they may 
conform their lives to his holy world; and lo 
with proportion let them accommodate their 

_ devotion to all the other parts of the maſs; 
remembering always the four intentions of the 
ſacrifice ; the palhon of Chriſt, and a ſpiritual 
communion; uniting themſelves in every pait 
of this ſacrifice with Jeſus Chriſt, and offer- 

ing themſelves to God with him and through

The Method of ſerving at Maſs. 
Let the two Acolytes, or perſons who are to aſliſt the 
Prieft at Maſs, take -each a lighted taper, and going out 
_ of the Sacriſty, with their eyes caſt - cxkBran?" proceed 
with decency to the middle of the Altar, where they muſt 
both together kneel down on the lowermoſt ſtep, and make 
a reverence before the bleſſed ſacrament, if kept there, or 
in preſence of the crucifix, as an humhle offering of them- 
ſelves for the honourable office they are juſt going to be 
employed in; they muſt ever remember, they repre mo | 
rs ps MARY | whole 
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whole body of the people, for whom they anſwer; for 
which purpoſe, their minds ſhould be employed in medita- 
tion and prayer, whieh I would adviſe them to have pre- 
pared themſelves with before-hand, that thus the offering 
may be made more welcome in the fight of God, by the 
purity of intention in the offerers. _ "IIS 
From the lowermoſt ſtep, let them with decency aſcend 
to the middle of the altar, where, with a low reverence, 
kneel again, and then rifing, with a reverence firſt before 
the blefled ſacrament, make the ſame to each other, and 
proceed to light the fartheſt candle from the tabernacle, 
and fo on till they have lighted that which is next to it, 
After blowing out the taper, again kneel, and make a like 
reverence, then riſing together, proceed to the lowermoſt 
ſtep, and there kneeling make a freſh reverence, which 
having done, riſe, and bowing to each other, return back 
to the ſacriſty, one following the other. = Eo: 
What is ſaid here of two perſons, muſt as much as poſſi- 
| ble be attended to, where only one ſerves the prieſt; and 
where the bleſſed Sacrament 1s kept, ALL, who enter the 
chapel or place, muſt make a reverence, and with one knee 
touch the ground ; but when it is expoſed, the reverence 
muſt be nk kneeling on both knees, or the party is guilty 
of very great diſreſpett. This inftrution, it 1s hoped, will 
_ prevent thoſe indecencies which have b*en too frequently 
obſerved in perſons who attend the altar, and frequent our | 
chanel - = | Wh Oe 
Y On thoſe days when the bleſſed ſacrament is expoſed, the 
- Prieſt 1s preceded by the Cenſor, who goes before the Aco- 
Iytes, and preſents him with incenſe 1n a ſpoon, when he 
returns from taking the Expoſitory out of the tabernacle ; 
and again the ſame, after he returns from placing it on the 
_ throne, the Cenſor and Acolytes making theſe reverences 
as the Prieſt does, All who are preſent ſhould avoid ſitting, 
unleſs there be a veil or ſkreen placed before the blefled 
ſacrament, which is done 1n catholick countries only, 
whilit delivering an exhortation or ſermon; but by no means 
_ are the congregation tolerated 'to fit at all times, which 
ſhows a great diſreſpeRt, unleſs their health or age require it. 
When the aſperges 1s £m; the Cenſor and Acolytes 
procecd in like manner before the Prieſt to the altar, with- 
out the thurible and candles, through the congregation, ms 
Os Fn . - Ceualor 
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Cenſor clearing the way, one Acolyte carrying the "21 
of bleſſed water, and the other following to prevent the 
_ congregation preſſing too faſt on the Prieſt. 

When they go out from the ſacriſtry, to aflit at the Maſs, 
they proceed before the Prieſt in like manner, and ſtanding 
back for him to paſs, kneel down before the third ſtep on 
each fide of him, and the Cenſor behind making another 
reverence, while the Prieſt aſcends to place the chalice on 
the altar. At his return, having placed himſelf at the foot 
of the lower ſtep, and between the Acolytes, making a reve- 
rence, he begins Maſs, which they will anſwer as follows :

But it muſt be remembered, no one 
thould touch the /acred wF/els, ſuch as the altar:ione, chalice, 
paten, and all other things which are conſecrated by a Bi- 
ſhop, nor the corporal, prurificator, &c, becauſe of their uſe 
abont the bleſſed Sacrament, without permiſſion being given 
them, unleſs in caſes of urgent neceſſity, where no Prieſt, 
Deacon or Sub-deacon can be had ; and then with reſpe& 
and decency ſuperior to every other thing belonging to the 
altar. And it may not be amiſs to hint here at the reſpet 
due to Relicks of Saints, which, as they frequently fall in 
the way of the laity, are, when Foes Mita war 1 Pry by 
being ſealed and a teſtimonial gs qa uy thereto, to be 
treated with reſpect, and the feal or caſe no means to 
be broken, or the relicks which they contain touched by 
by the laity, but in like urgent neceflity, as they are ſacred; 
and even where no teſtimonial 1s with them, but that they 
| are ſuppoſed the relicks of ſome holy perſons, a reſpec alſo 
| 3s neceilary, as far as it relates to the honour paid to God 
 jn his ſaints. 'This alſo 1s to be remembered of the holy 
eil, pix, &c. which cannot be touched by the laity, with- 
out permiſſon of the Biſhop, or a Prieſt lawfully appointed.

In the midſt of 
your work, let your znterior, as much as poſ- 
ſible, be taken up with God, by recolletion :

of love to him. If in your work you would 
amuſe yourſelf with ſinging, inftead of pro- 
fane and lewd ſongs, fing bymns and praiſes 
to God; and if you work in the company of 
worldlings, ſet a particular guard over your 
heart, that it draw not 1n the infettion of their 
vain and wicked diſcourſe.

Of your meals.—Go to your meals with a 
pure intention to take that ſupport of nature, 
becauſe it is the will of God, that you may_

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thereby maintain your ſtrength for his divine 
ſervice. Look upon your meat and drink as 
medicines neceſſary for your health, and not 
_ merely for your pleaſure, or to ſatisfy your 
appetite. Always ſay grace both before and 
after your meals with a ſerious attention to 
God, and a grateful ſenſe of your receiving 
all from him. During your meals keep your. 
ſelf, as much as poſſible, in God's preſence; 
often aſpire to the true bread, which is Jeſus 
Chriſt, and long after that happy hour when 
| you ſhall come to drink at the fountain of life 
eternal, and ſhall have no need of any other 
eating or drinking. Offer up your meals to 
God, in union with thoſe of Jeſus Chriſt; 
obſerve a due modeſty at them, and be watch- 
ful againſt all intemperance and ſenſuality. 
Study rather to mortify than to gratify your 
appetite: and Jet not a meal paſs without

Let your intention be pure in your recre- 
ations: as far as they are neceſſary for the 
health of your body, or the relaxation of your 
mind, they are agreeable to the will of God, 
and no farther ; and this will of God ought to 
be your rule, both in the choice of them, and 
In the meaſure of time you allow for them. — 
Fly then all ſuch recreations as are finful or 
dangerous; all ſuch as tend to ſoften the ſoul, 
and hll it with the ſpirit and love of this world; 
all fuch as favour of the pomps of Satan, 
which you have renounced; all ſuch, in tne, 
as inſtead of being really ſerviceable for the 
relaxation of the mind, or the health of the. 
body, are prejudicial either to the one or to 
the other, or to both. Allow no more time 
for your recreation than is neceſſary for thoſe 
ends for which recreations are allowable. It 
1s an intolerable abuſe to make them, as fome 
do, the chief buſineſs of life. Alas! what an 
account will ſuch chriſtians be able to give_ 
one day of the uſe of their precious time! As 
in the beginning of your recreations you ought 
to offer them up for the honour and glory of 
| God, fo you ought alſo frequently in the midR 
of them to recolle& yourſelf to God, inviting 
Jeſus Chriſt into your heart, and making alpi- 
rations of love to him. EO Cer 
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EYE Of your Converſatim 
17 any man offend not in word, the ſame is a 
 perfeft man. St. James 111. 2. There 1s no time 
' in which a chriſtian is obliged to be more 
upon his guard, than in his conver/atzon, by 
reaſon of the many ways we are liable to 
offend by the tongue, and the great prejudices 
we are apt to do to others, or receive from 
others, in converſation. Upon which account 
| alſo we ought to cail God to our aſliſtance as 
often as we go into. company. Be as careful 
as you can in the choice of the company with 
whom you converſe; and much more in the 
| Choice of 'the perſons whom you intend to 
make your more familiar friends; and let vir- 
tue and chriſtian prudence be the firſt and the 
chiefeſt qualification that you ſeek for in them. 
Let your diſcourſe be edifying, and chuſe as 
much as you can to ſpeak of God and good 
things, but this without oftentation, or ſeem- 
Wl '' ing to take too much upon yourſelf. Speak 
ll i _ not of what paſles in your own interior, only 
| 
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to your direttor, and do not affe& either to 
praiſe or diſpraiſe yourſelf ; there is danger 
of vanity and ſelf-Jove in both one and the 
other. Baniſh as much as you can from your 

_ converſation unproktable curioſity, and all 
it 1k ſuch ſubje&s as are vain and worldly; and 
it 180 when theſe things are treated of in your com- 
| Pany, turn a deaf ear to them, as to things that 
regard you not. In all your converſation 
remember the preſence of God, and make 
i bag "© Frequent 
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frequent aſpirations to him; and let his pre-. 


ſence be a powerful reſtraint upon you, to 
keep you from detrattion, immodeſt jeſts, and 


other fins ſo common in converſation. When 


you come into any company, ſalute in ſecret 


the guardian angels of the company, and beg 
' that they would drive away the enemy, that he 
may have no ſhare in your converſation. 
Never contradi any one in the company, 
_ except the importance of the matter, and the 


danger of perſons receiving prejudice from 
the malice or ignorance of others, require it 


of you. Be as civil as you can, but without | 
flattery, or condeſcending to any thing that is 


evil; and be modeſtly chearful, with the fear 
of God. In all your converſation have a 
charitable regard to the conpany you are in ; 
taking a particular care, that no word or 


attion of yours may give occafion to any 


other's ſin. Often meditate in what manner 
Chriſt and his ſaints converſed here upon _ 
earth, that you may imitate them ; often aſpire 


to their happy converſation in heaven. En- 


deavour not to make more viſits than are of. 
neceſſity or charity ; and remember that ſolitude 
and filence are the beſt means to obtain recol= 
lection in God, and the ſpirit of prayer. 

Of reading good Books or hearing the Word of God. 

Let not a day pals without employing at 
lealt one quarter of an hour in reading ſome 
Ipiritual book; and a more conſiderable time 
on Sundays and holidays; adviſe with your 

EE director 
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direQtor what books may be moſt proper, and 
endeavour to procure them for yourſelf and 
family. Begin your reading by an humble 
invocation of the Holy Ghoſt, that you may 
profit by it; read leiſurely and attentively, ſo 
as to let the leflon you read have time to 
make proper impreſſions upon you, and to 
ſink deep into your heart. Pauſe a while 
upon ſuch places as touch you moſt ; and from 
time to time excite affettions and reſolutions 
in your foul, ſuitable to the ſubje&t you are 
reading of. Look upon it, that as when you 
are praying you are ſpeaking to God, fo when | 
you are reading or hearing his word, he 1s 
ſpeaking to you. As then you dehre he 
ſhould hear you when you ſpeak to him, ſo 
take you care to hearken faithfully to him 
when he ſpeaks to you; and to Jay up care- 
fully in your heart the ſeed of his divine word, 
that it may not be picked up by the fowls of 
the air, your infernal foes, or careleſsly trod- 
den under your feet. Hear the word of God 
as often as you 'have the opportunity; call 
upon God in the beginning, and purity your 
foul as much as you can from all vain curio- 
 fity; mind not the eloquence or attions of the 
preacher; but attend to the truth he delivers; 
do not ſay within yourſelf, how well does this 
or that fuit with this or that perſon ; but con- 
ſider what ſuits with yourſelf, and lay it up 1n 
your mind, for the rule of your comportment 
tor the time to come. Aﬀeer reading or hear- 
ing 
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ing the word of God, give thanks to his divine 


 Majelty, for the inſtruQions he has given you 
therein; ſingle out ſome one or more particu- 
lar points for your prattice that very day, and 
beg of God that he would imprint them in 
your ſoul that you may remember them, and 
put them in execution. Remember that the 


word of God heard or read, and not put in 


praftice, will one day riſe in judgment againlt 
you. If you are the maſter or miſtreſs of a 
family, ſee that thoſe under your charge want 

not the advantage of frequent reading or hear- 


ing. what is good. Tt 1s a care your great 


maſter expects from you. Take care to baniſh 
from yourſelf and tamily all lewd and irre- 
Iigious books, and ſuch as may be of dange- 
rous conſequence either to . their faith or 


morals; as romances, - play-books,. novels, 


fortune-books, &c. It is not to be imagined, 
what harm, young people eſpecially, recelve 
from ſuch DOORS:

examining your conſcience; devotion to the 


paſſion of Chriſt, to his bleſſed Mother, and to 
the ſaints; continual watchfulnels over your- 
| : ſelf; 
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ſelf; giving ah at to your ability ; 
| daily mortifying your own inclinations, and 
chaſtifing the fleſh; and particularly taking 


care to fly the occaſions of wh and to refiſt 
the firſt motions of evil. 


Againſt Pride. OR. 

Yo ng nde the ſin of pride (which confiſts 
in an inordinate love of one's own excel- 
lence, and 1n thinking too well of one's ſelf, as 
if one. took one's {elf to be ſomebody, which 
makes us refer all to ourſelves, inſtead of 
referring it to God) divines preſcribe the 

following remedies: 1. To ſtudy and to know 
one's ſelf, and often to conſider the meannels 
of our extrattion, (as to the body from dirt 
and corruption, and as to the ſoult from no- 
_ thing:) the infetion of fin; the many miſe- 
Tries of our preſent condition; our perpetual 
 repugnance to good, and inclination to evil; 
the certainty 'of death, and uncertainty of 
our eternal lot; and above all, to conſider 
what deplorable figure a foul in mortal fin 
makes in the ſight of God, and how often this 
has been our cafe, if it be not ſo at preſent. 
Ah! what confuſion then, what horror, what 
an eternal damnation have we deſerved? and 
after all, dare we liſt up our head by pride ? 
2. To ſet before our eyes the example of 
Chriſt, who humbled himſelf to the death of 

_ the croſs, to cure our pride, and who particu- 
larly calls upon all his followers to learn of 
| himto be meek and humble of heart, St. Mats. 
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and contempt of ourſelves; highly to prize 
_ and daily to beg of God this neceſlary virtue; 
_ and willingly to embrace humelzations, as often 
as they are offered. 6. With regard to the 
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xi. £9. ahd declares that except they become 


as &ttle ones, they hold not enter into the kings 
dom of heaven, St. Matt. xviii. g. &. To me- 
ditate often upon the manifold damages which 


| the ſoul receives from pride, which corrupts 
' Uts very vitals, and lays it open to all evils; 


becauſe God reſiſts the proud, and withdraws 


his graces from them. 4. To conſider the 


_ dreadful puniſhments which Lucifer and his 


companions, which our firſt parents, &c. have 
incurred by pride. 5. To accuſtom one's ſelf. 
both to interior and exterior afts of fumlity, 


things which moſt commonly nouriſh our 


pride, to conſider how little reaſon we have 


to be proud of them; that they are generally 


things empty and vain, fading and periſhable; 


ſuch as worldly honours, riches, beauty, fine 
cloaths, &c. which give no mtrinde value or 
worth to them that enjoy them, nor make 
them one whit the better; but, on the contrary, 
if they are proud of them, make them odious 


and contemptible both to God and man. And 


as for any real and ſolid goods that we may 
have, we muſt ever remember whoſe gifts they 
are, what a ftritt account we muſt one day 
give of them; that humilny 1s the beſt orna- 
ment and guardian of them, and that pride 
will not only make them uſeleſs, but even 

pernicious 
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pernicious both to ourſelves and others. 7. 
ft is alſo a great help towards overcoming 
pride, that we ſhould be thoroughly ſenſible 
_ of our corruption in this kind. For many 
will not beheve that they are proud, and ſach E 
as theſe are in the moſt dangerous way of all; 
_ for how ſhall perſons be perſuaded to ſeck 
remedies, who will not beiteve they are fick.

\ GAINST the fin of vain-glory, which is 
, A near akm to p1rde, and confifts in an in- 
ordinate defire and love of being praiſed and 
_ eſteemed by others, divines preſcribe, 1. That 
we ſhould ferioaſly conſider, how ſhort, how 
inconſtant, how empty and vain is all human 
_ glory, and all the praiſe and eftcem of men: 
which adds nothing to us in the fight of God, 
the juſt, true, and eternal judge of all me« 
ritz and what we are n his {ight, that we 
only are, and nothing more. 2. That we 
ſhould confider how great and how pernicious 
af evil vain-glory is, which robs God of his 
_ glory, and man of the reward of his good 
works; which corrupts the beſt of aQtions, and 
takes the aftors liable to the divine vene 
geance; beſides the turſed brood of vices 
which ordinarily are the offsprings of vain. 
glory; ſuch as envy, detrattion, contention, 
hypocrify, love of novelty, difebedience, &c., 
3- That we ſhould often repeat to ourſelves 
that of the apoſtle. What haft thou, thou thow 
haft not received ? And if thou buſt received, 
| why 
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| «ty tot thou glory as if thou had not received ?

4A goin Croneafins. 
GAIN ST avarice and covetouſneſs, which 
. is an inordinate love and defire of 
riches, or worldly goods, divines preſcribe. 
1, That we ſhould often meditate on the dan. 
| ger and pernicious conſequences of this vice, 
which St. Paul, 1 Tim. vi. calls the root of all 
evil; where allo he affirms, that ſuch as have 
a mind to become Tich, fall into temptation, and 
the ſnares of the devil, and into many unprofitable 
and huriful deſires, which drown men in deſtruc- 
tion and perdition, Hence the wile man tells 
us, £cclef. x. 10. that there 1s not a more wicked 
thing than to love money; for ſuch a one ſetteth 
| has own ſoul to ſale. And our Saviour himſelf 
| aſſures us, that no man can ſerve both God and 
Mammon. St. Matt. vi, 24. 2. That we ſhould 
_ conſider, that theſe riches, (which worldlings 
fo much covet) if we make a Judgment of 
them by the light of faith, and the maxims of 
| the goſpel, are more to be ſeared than delired, 
by reaſon of the many occaſions of fin to 
_ which they commonly expole the ſoul. Hence 
our Saviour, St. Luke vi. 24. pronounces a 
Toe to the rich, for they have their conſolation 
here. And St. Matt. xix. 24. declares, that it 
Is eoſier for a camel to paſs through the eye of a 
needle, than for a rich man to enter ito the 
kingdem of heaven. 3g. That we ſhould et be- 


tore our eyes the exawple of Chriſt, who 
chole 
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_ choſe to be born in poverty, and die in 
verty, though he was the Lord of all; whoſe 
chief favourites have generally been ſuch as 
were the moſt poor and deſpiſed in this world 
and who pronounces ſuch blef/ed. St. Luke vis 
4. That we ſhould often think of the treaſures 
of a happy eternity, prepared for the poor in 
ſpirit. St. Matt. v. 3. And often reflett upon 
| that ſentence of Chriſt, St. Matt. vi. 16. What 
doth 1t profit a man, if he gain the whole world, 
and loſe his own foul? +5. That we ſhould 
have death always before our eyes, which will 
quickly firip us of all; and give us ſo muck 
the more pain, in violently ſeparating us from 
our riches, by how much more our hearts has 
cleaved to them. They have ſlept their ſleep, 
and all the men of Tiches have found nothing un 
their hands. Pl. Ixxv. We brought nothing tuto 
this world, and certainly we can carry nothing 
outs Having then food and wherewith 10 be 
covered, with thoſe we are content. 1 Tim Vi. 
7, 8. 6. That we ſhould conſider, that the 
riches of this world, which the goſpel calls 
deceitful, St. Matt. xiii. are thorns which prick 
and gore: the ſoul with many cares, anxieties. 
and folicitudes, which inſtcad of ſatisfying 1n- 


creaſe the thirk. Whereas a {mall matter is 


really ſufficient for this tranſitory life; and 
may be had without all this folictude, Truth 
itſelf having engaged his word, Seek firſt the 
kingdom of God, and hs juſtice, and ail thoſe

Hence Heb. xiii. 5. Let your manners, ſays the

to the poor, ought to be put in mind of the 
laſt judgment, and of the ſentence that ſhall 
then be pronounced againſt ſuch as have not 
done alms; that mercy 1s promiſed to the 
merciful; but judgment without mercy to ſuch as 
have not done mercy, St. Fames 11. 13. That 
the poor are the members of Chriſt, and that 
what we do to them, he takes as done to him- 
. ſelf, St. Matt. xxv. 8. On the other fide, the 
poor, who are uneaſy uuder their condition, 
and are tempted to covet what the world calls 
a better fortune, ought often to ſet before their 
eyes their Saviour, either in the crib of Beth- 
lehem, or on the croſs, upon mount Calvary; 
and contemplating his poverty, embrace their 
own as the livery of Chriſt. But as it is the 
common misfortune of ſuch as are covetous, 
whether they be rich or poor, that they do 
not believe, and will not be perſuaded, that 
they are covetous, but delude themſelves un- 
der a ſpecious cover of pretended necellity, 
_ and of the prudent care that every one ought 
to have of the main chance, as they very 
improperly call it; therefore the firſt and moſt 
neceflary preſcription againſt avarice is, that a 
perſon ſhould ſtudy and know himſelf, and by 
humble. and fervent prayer obtain this ſelt- 
| knowledge 
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knowledge of God, without which it is to 
be feared, all other remedies will prove IN- 


ettettual. 
Againſt Luft. 
\ GAINST the fin of luſt (which is iS an in- 
ordinate love of carnal pleaſures) divines 
vreflithng 24. To fly the occaſions; ſuch as 
immodeſt Books and plays, wanton dalliance, 
indiſcreet freedoms, &c. and moſt particu- 
larly bad company, and all converſation with 
ſuch perſons as one has ſinned with in this 
kind. 2. To avoid idleneſs, and to be very 
temperate in eating and drinking. = 0 
keep a watch over the eyes, that death may 
not enter in by thoſe windows; and to refit. 
vith vigour the firſt beginning of theſe temp- 
tations, 4. To be diligent 1a all ſpiritual 
exrrciſes, ſuch as meditation, prayer, ſpiritual 
reading, frequenting the ſacraments, &c. 5. 
To think often upon the paſſion of Chritt ; 
and particularly in the time of temptation, to 
have recourſe to this meditation. 6. To be.

—” Againſt Anger, oe 
M&, SAINTE anger, hatred, and defire of re- 
— venge, divines preſcribe, 1. That we 
| ſhould endeavour to humble and to deſpiſe 
ourſelves; for anger ſprings from pride; and 
that we ſhould often remember what our fins 
have deſerved, and how little reaſon we have 
to take it ill, that any of God's creatures 
ſhould offend us, who have ſo often and ſo 
grievouſly offended their Creator; and who, 
if we had our juſt deſerts, ſhould be trampled 
on by devils for all eternity. 2. That we 
ſhould ſet beſore our eyes the meekneſs and 
_ Charity of Jeſus Chriſt; who particularly calls 
upon all his followers to learn theſe virtues of 
him; Learn of me, becauſe I am meek and humble 
of heart, St. Matt. xi.

Conſider, therefore, /ourthly, that what moſt 


eſpecially calls for our devotion in theſe moſt 


holy myſteries, is the real preſence of Jeſus 


Chriſt himlelf, true God and true Man, under 
the ſacramenal veils. _ Bow thyſelf down, my 
| ſoul, to adorc this ſacred truth; let no proud 


thoughts of oppolition ariſe in thee againſt this 


admirable ſacrament ; captivate thy unders

And how ſhall we with fo little purity dare to 
approach this immenſe Deity, this conſuming 
fire! St. Paul afſures us, 1 Cor. xi. that the 
unworthy receiver 1s gully of the body and blood 
of the Lord, and recerveth judgment to himſelf, 
not diſcerning the body of the Lord. How then 
| ſhall we, the moſt unworthy of all ſinners, pre- 
{ume to receive this Lord of Glory ? Muſt we 
then ſtay away till we have the preſumption to 
think ourſelves worthy? No certainly ; forone 
of the moſt neceſſary diſpoſitions for receiving 
worthaly, is to acknowledge and believe our 
own unworthineſs: or mult we through awe 
and fear of {o great a Majelty, abſtain for ever 
from partaking of theſe tremendous myſteries ? 
d of Noy 
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No; for it is nolefs certain death to ſtay away 
from this fountain of life, than to come to it 
unworthily. What then muſt we do, my ſoul? 


We will not run away from our Sovereign _ 
_ Good: No: we will run to him, but it ſhall 


be like the humble publican, like the poor 


prodigal returning home, like the penitent_ 
| Magdalen : ſuch as theſe he never rejetts. It 
ſhall be with a contrite and humble heart, 
which he never deſpiſes; it ſhall be with an 
entire confidence 1a his infinite goodneſs and 
mercy, for no one ever hoped in him and was 
confounded.
